He had been suffering for 
two years with a cancer on the lower lip, and 
lately has been able to eat only liquid food, 
which was given in a spoon.

E d g e T ools.—All cutting and piercing 
edge tools operate on the principie of the 
wedge. A brad-awl furnishes an example 
which all can readily uuderstand. The 
cutting edge of the awl severs the fibers 
of the wood as the instrument enters, and 
the particles are compressed into a smaller 
compass, in the same manner as when a 
piece of wood is separated by a wedge. A 
chisel is a wedge in one sense ; and an ax, 
drawing-knife or jack-knife is also a wedge. 
When a keen-edged razor is made to clip 
a hair or remove a man’s beard, it operates 
on the principle of the wedge. Every in 
telligent mechanic understands that w’hen 
a wedge is dressed out smoothly it tnay be 
driven in with much less force than if its 
surface were left jagged and rough. The 
same idea holds good with respect to edge 
tools. If the cutting edge be ground aud 
whet to as fine an edge as may be practical 
with a fine.gritted whetstone, and if the 
surface back of the cutting edge bo ground 
smooth and true, and polished neatly, so 
that one can discern the color of his eyes 
by means of the polished surface, the tool 
•will enter whatever is to be cut by the ap­ 
plication of much less force than if the sur­ 
faces were left as rough as they usually are 
when the tool leaves the grindstone. All 
edge tools, such as axes, chisels and planes, 
that are operated with a crushing instead 
of a drawing stroke, shquid be polished 
neatly clear to the cutting edge, io facil­ 
itate their entrance into the substance to 
be cut. 
No A t m o s p h e r e in t h e M oon.— At a 
recent meeting of the I’fiotographic Society 
of France, M . Janssen handed round a 
magnificent pro ,f upon the long-discussed 
question of a lunar atmosph»re. In speak­ 
ing upon the subject he said: “ Suppose 
for a moment that the moon is surrounded 
by an atmosphere, what would be the re­ 
sult if we took a photographic view of it 
during an eclipse ? The lunar disc would 
be sharp enough, but there would be a 
gradual decline in density, as in a vig­ 
netted portrait. This is exactly the con­ 
trary which took place, as the proof will 
show. The lunar disc is very sharp, aud 
the negative is rather intensified near the 
disc, probably from refracted light.” M. 
Janssen appears to doubt the existence, of 
a lunar atmosphere. 
In conformity with the traditional cus­ 
tom of the hereditary Princes of Prussia, 
Prince William, the Emperor’s eldest 
grandson, is about to enter the civil ser­ 
vice, in order to obtain a practical knowl­ 
edge of the working of the various branch­ 
es of the executive and administrative 
organization of the country.

Circule»! Storm of the Fentnry Predicted. 
W a sh in g to n . December 1st.—The Pres­ 
ident has the following communication from 
Professor E. Store Wiggins, L.L. D., As 
tronnmer of the Canadian Finance Depart­ 
ment, under duto of Ottawa, November 27th : 
“ On the 231 of September last I announced 
through the Cacaidian press that a great 
storm would occur in March next; that it. 
would first be felt in the Northern Pacific, 
would appear in the Gulf of Mexico on the 
night of the 7tb, and being refl-cted by the 
Rocky Mountains, would cross this meridian 
from the west at noon on Sunday, Mitch 
11, 1883 No vessel, whatever her dimen­ 
sions, will ba safe out of harbor, and none of 
small tor,nage can hope to survive the tidal 
wave and fury of this tempest. As the wind 
will blow from the southeast, the planetary 
terco will be sufficient to submerge the low­ 
lands of the American coast, especially those 
bordering on the Gulf of Mexico and washed 
by the gulf stream ; while the air currents 
f >r several hundred miles along the east side 
of the Rocky Mountain range, owipg to the 
great atmospheric pressure in those regions, 
will spread universal destruction. The New 
E - gland States will also suffer severely from 
wind and floods. No point outside of harbor 
in the whole Atlantic, especially north of the 
equator, will be a placa of safety, for this 
will ba the greatest storm that has visited this 
Continent since the days of your illustrious 
first Presideut.. In view of this event, there­ 
fore, I take great liberty in representing to 
your Excellency the advisability of ordering 
all United States ships into safe harbors not 
later than the 5th of March, till this storm 
be passed.” 
W ash in g to n, December 1st.—A Toronto 
press dispatch says that Wiggins’ standing as 
scientific authority is somewhat doubtful.

New Y ork, December 1st.—A reporter 
has interviewed Governor Stanford, who 
said : “ I send back to California Wildflower 
anil Hinda Rose. I shall keep here for my 
own use during the winter Marietta, F y, 
Bijou and Z-lla. Those sent back, if they 
are in good condition after their journey, wiil 
be entered in some of the races to be held 
shortly in California. The method < f develop, 
ing trotting horses here is, I think, much be­ 
hind that of developing runners. I use 
nearly the same it othod with both. My plan 
is to develop a horse’s strength with his 
growth. They shculd ba well fed and every 
means taken to increase their siza, but at the 
same time the development of their strength 
should keep pace with it. The greatest care 
should be taken that the animal is not over­ 
taxed ; yet be should be exercised just as 
much as he caa be p-udently. I shall enter 
some horses for breeders’ stakes here next 
season, when I hope they will show what 
they can do. I am of the opinion that Cali­ 
fornia has a better climate for developing 
horees. They get dry soil and dry feed, and 
that is what horees like.”

Is Finoal's Cave th e W ork o k Man ? 
At a recent meeting of thfe geological sec­ 
tion of the New York Academy of Sciences, 
F. C. Whitehouse exhibited, by means of 
the magic lantern, a large number of views 
of caves on the island of Statfa, the most 
interesting of which was a view of the 
famous Fingal’s Cave. After fully describ­ 
ing their form, size, etc., Mr. W. surprieed 
his audience by affirming his belief in the 
theory that they were not, as generally 
supposed, formed by natural causes, but 
that they are really artificial caves, made 
by the hand of man at some very early 
period. The speaker gave as a reason for 
his conclusion the shape of the roofs, 
which, in all inown natural caves, are low 
and flatly arched ; but here, in all cases, 
high, with Gothic arches like a Catholic 
church. Moreover, the rocks in which 
these caves are found do not crumble into 
irregular pieces, but keep their columnar 
forro. If the caves had been excavated by 
action of the sea waves, their columnar 
remains would have been much more 
abundant as debris in the viciuity. They 
were probably taken out carefully and car­ 
ried off, probably to Scotland, where many 
are found. Th6 members were not gen­ 
erally prepared to accept the theory, hut 
were very much interested in the discus­ 
sion which was raised in regard to it. The 
subject affords abundant food for research 
and thought.

If young people just going to house­ 
keeping do not know how to furnish their 
homes these days it is not for la-k of ad­ 
vice. 
Not only are the magazines and 
newspapers filled with “ hints,” hut there 
are numerous publications especially de­ 
voted to this subject, and bo ks without 
number have been printed within the past 
few years, all telling “ bow to make borne 
beautiful.” 
And still it is not certain that 
the young wife has an easier time in ar­ 
ranging her bouse than her mother and 
grandmother had before her, who were 
without any such assistance. 
The poor 
girl rinds that in the multitude of counsel­ 
ors there is confusion. 
The only things on 
which they agree are usually those which 
she cannot 'ike, and she ends either by 
making herself thoroughly uncomfortable 
or else by going her own way—with very 
eatriordinary results. 
The trouble with most of the writers 
about furnishing is that they make a mys­ 
tery of what should be simple, and elevate 
into lofty principles of “ art” what really 
are but matters of convenience and com­ 
fort. 
Convenience and comfort are the 
first things to be considered in your bouse, 
and if you secure them you can get beauty, 
to o ; but you will never get beauty at the 
sacrifice of convenience. 
There are some 
things which do require the exercise of a 
specially educated taste, as, for example, 
the selection of the paper for the walls and 
ceiling. 
In modern houses the papering 
has usually been dene before the tenant 
comes in, and he can only make the be3t of 
it. 
I t is 


EASY TO GET GOOD PAPERS 
Now, but many landlords get bad ones. 
They should not be too da.k. They should 
not have too pronounced a pattern. 
The 
best papers for a small room are those 
wnich give a quiet effect of color and in 
which the figure does not obtrude itself. 
A good paper goes a long way toward fur­ 
nishing a room, but if it is really good 
you can go 011 with your furnishing' with­ 
out regard to it. 
Tins is a main truth to be borne in mind, 
that if your paper, your curtains, your 
carpet, your furniture be of good color and 
design—that is, appropriate to their pur­ 
poses and surroundings, unobtrusive, and 
containing no false notes or discords of 
their own—the question of harmony will 
give yon no trouble at all. 
Don’t bother 
yourself about “ matching.” 
You don’t 
w ant things to match. That makes monot­ 
ony, uof harmony. 
Of course yon will 
buy each thing with some thought of what 
is to he near it, and may even try the 
effect before buying if you cannot trust 
your own perceptions ; but if you expect to 
get any pleasure out of furnishing jo u r 
house buy everything for its own sake, be­ 
cause it is good in itself and you like it, 
and not because it will make up a set. 
NoboJy ever took any rational interest in 
a set-

tell you that it is a crime to have your car­ 
pet fitted over the whole floor ; that you 
should leave a bare space all around the 
wall, and have your carpet made like a 
rug.

cracks through which the wind can come 
up through the cellar, it is useless to 
spend money’ to cover it, running a costly 
carpet border in and out along the outline 
of the room. 
Have the floor oiled or 
stained and polished, and have your car­ 
pet made up in rag form. 
This is at once 
economical, convenient and agreeable to 
the eye, «ad enables you to keep your car­ 
pet clean. 
But very few floors in rented 
houses answers these conditions, and the 
cold and dust and other accompaniments 
of bare floors outweigh all that fashion can 
urge in their favor. 
A ver—mod thing to do with a floor 
under these circumstances is to cover it all 
over with India matting—one with 
a 
email stitch of a neutral greenish-gray and 
white, such as can be bought at verv 
moderate cost, and if well chosen will wear 
indefinitely. 
Now you have a floor that 
excludes the cold and dust, and on which 
•you can walk without noise, and on this 
you can lay 


AS MANY RUGS AS YOU CAN BUY. 
There is a great pleasure to be had in 
buying rags at auction—if you know any­ 
thing about buying rugs. 
If you don’t it 
is a costly sport. 
T wenty years ago you 
could hardly go wrong, but now the de­ 
mand is such that fine rugs bring fancy 
prices, and lots of poor things are manu­ 
factured for the American m arket that are 
not worth buy ing. 
Antique rugs are bet­ 
ter than new ones, not because they are 
old, but because they were made before the 
Eastern weavers had subordinated art to 
trade. 
The colors in the old rugs are al­ 
ways good. 
They may be dingy or they 
may be brilliant, but they are always har­ 
monious, and will not interfere with any 
color you may’ put near them. 
If you have 
no one upon whose judgment yon can rely 
to help you in buying rugs, let them alone, 
and bay carpet that resembles an old rug 
in its rich but unobtrusive colors and 
small, conventional pattern. 
The advan­ 
tage of covering your floor with matting to 
begin with is that you can buy just as 
much or as little carpet as you can afford, 
and of any kind, velvet, Brussels or “ shawl 
border,” if you please, and make rugs for 
yourself that will be better than the rub­ 
bish that is often sold at auction. 


CURTAINS, 
If your windows have not ics’de shut­ 
ters get plain gray shades—a warm gray, 
not a pearl color, and by no means white 
or red, which are equally unsuitable. Then 
as to curtains. 
The modern inventions of 
coarse muslin and cheap lace, recommend­ 
ed by the “ art ” writers, are abominable. 
For the thin curtains of a bedroom or the 
parlor of a small house there is nothing 
now to be had as good as plain or dotted 
mus in. 
Fme lace is only for fine houses, 
and Nottingham only for steamboats and 
inns. 
For the heavy curtains you can 
spend anything from 95 to §10 or §100 a 
window, but you are still to bear in mind 
that the curtains must accord with the 
character of your room, aud whatever ma­ 
terial you select, get it good. 
The books 
recommend home-made curtains of canton 
flannel, with stripes of plush, but the 
trouble with canton flannel is that it has 
to be lined, and, then, both the stuff and 
the lining fade. 
The dull colored stripes 
of coarse raw silk, the same on both sides, 
are the best curtain material to be had for 
a moderate cost. 
The raw silks that are 
made for furniture covering are seldom fit 
for curtains. 
Some of the Bo-called jute 
velours, common iu the shops this season, 
are very splendid, but they are better 
suited for hanging against a wall in a large 
apartment. 
1’rinted stuffs are always dis­ 
appointing when yon see the wrong side. 
W hatever curtains you have hang them 
from poles so that they will move freely. A 
curtain is to exclude the light and air’ and 
therefore it should be so hung that it can 
either be drawn close when wanted, or 
drawn altogether back, clear of the win­ 
dows, when not in use. 
The loops and fes­ 
toons that the upholsterers make show that 
the curtain is not for use but for ornament, 
and a very mean sort of ornament it makes 
compared with the freely-flowing vertical 
folds of a curtain allowed to haDg without 
any upholsterer’s nonsense. 


WHAT TO DO WITH THE DOORS. 
In small houses the doorB are often a 
great perplexity, unless they slide into the 
wall, as all doors should. 
In nine cases 
out of ten curtains will take the pi ice of 
the wood n doors, which can be taken off 
their hinges and put away in the cellar. It 
will be surprising how much room is gained, 
3nd trouble saved in this way. 
The great 


folding doors so common in Philadelphia 
may be thus banished with the greatest 
advantage, and $10 will provide a portiere 
that will keep ont cold and noise just as 
well, and at the same time make the doors 
an ornament instead of an incumbrance. 
As to your furniture, don’t buy a set if 
yon can help it. 
Go to a good upholsterer 
and get a good Bofa and buy some good 
stuff for him to cover it with. 
Then go 
down in Second street and buy an old 
solid table and get a remnant of some rich 
stuff and throw over it, without any tom­ 
foolery of ball fringe. 
Your chairs you 
can buy one at a time, as yon can pick 
them up, and cover them with scraps of 
rich materia! that yon can find at any 
large shop. 
Go on in this way, adding one 
thing after another, and you will find that 
houBe-furnishiDg is a continual pleasure 
that will last you your life through. 
You 
will learn as you go along. 
You will feel 
that your taste and judgment improve with 
experience, and you wiíl gradually replace 
your early purchases with something bet­ 
ter. 
The moat important things of all, the 
books anil pictures, it is not worth while 
to speak of here. 
If you have the books 
you can find a place for them, and nobody 
can possibly tell y on how’ to buy pictures, 
except in the general precept to allow 
nothing on your walls that is not assuredly 
good of its kind, whether the kind be a 
painting or a woodcut. 
As to bric-a-brac, 
you must be your own guide ; only, never 
suppose that cart-loads of cheap rubbish 
are w hat you want to “ make home beau­ 
tiful.”—[Pmladelphia Times.

S iz e o f P u l l e y s. — It is generally sup. 
pried that the larger the pulley the lietter 
the brlt will hold, or the less tendency 
there will be to slip. Independent of other 
considerations, this is not true. 
A belt 
traveling 1,000 or any other given number 
of feet per minute, all other things being 
equal, will slip just as readily running over 
pulleys four or even eight feet in diameter 
as it will over pulleys but two feet iu 
'diameter. 
Nor will it transmit any more 
power running over the large pulleys than 
it will over the small pulleys. 
The power 
that a belt will transmit is in proportion to 
the number of feet it travels per minute, 
without any reference to the size of the 
pzlleys, provided, of course, the pulleys 
are large enough far the belt to take a good 
hold on. 
A belt cannot bend around a u l 
hug closely pulleys but a few inches in 
diameter.

tended in Chicago than any city in the 
Union, and though you may incline to 
doubt it, I assure you it is true. 


OCR EAT STOCK SHOW 
Has been a great success, and we are very 
proud of it. 
The ticket auditor told me 
that yesterday's checks numbered some­ 
thing over 6,000 paid admissions to the 
grounds. 
Yesterday the judges were very 
busy makirg awards, and burly butchers 
in their white frocks and red arms were 
with them, dissecting the 
slaughtered 
beeves, that the committee might judge of 
the texture of the meat and its quality. 
The interest in the animals when alive was 
intensified when they were dead, for the 
butcher’s knife then tested the judgment 
visitors had formed of the quality of the 
animal. 
In not a few cases tne sharp blade 
revealed secrets that astonished those who 
had “ picked out ” the prime cattle. 
The 
exhibition has established very clearly the 
value of line breeding of animals for food 
purposes. 
Among the splendid animals 
slaughtered yesterday, anil examined by 
the 6,000 curious spectators, cot a few 
of whom were ladies, were an English- 
bred Hereford steer, of 1,690 pounds; 
a Hereford, “ Broadhorns,” that weighed 
1,5S0 pounds; a Hereford, 
“ Pythias,” 
that kicked the beam at 1 800 pounds, and 
a S northern, 
“ Capt. Jack,” that went 
Pythias 55 better. 
Not the least interest­ 
ing part of yesterday’s exhibition was the 
rivalry among the butchers as to rapid­ 
ity, neatness and skill in their art, for a 
fine premium was hung up for the best 
man and another for the second best. 
To­ 
day the awards will be made, and hog. 
killing will be the entertainment—if I may 
use the word, for really, with all the good 
intenti ns for this exhibition, and its un­ 
doubted value, it is a bloody entertain­ 
ment.

N ot long ; go the major portion of the business 
Section of the town of Bed Bluff was destroyed by 
fire. It is now being rebuilt, and in a manner 
superior to that of any place in northern California. 
The ai chitecture is of the better order, pleasing to the 
eye and substantial, and a relation iu the style and 
size of one structure to the other is preserved, with­ 
out the monotone of sameness, and yet so as to pro­ 
duce a uniformity iu effect and character. The 
business blocks are all being put up in brick, and 
there is manifest a liberality of expenditure 
that pr raises the most substantia! and pleasing or- 
suits. Iu fact Red Bluff, rebuilt, will be, at least 
in its business quarter, one of the most attractive 
places in the interior. The carrying on of so much 
building gives to the streets great activity, aud 
there is ah the bustle of prosperity on every side, 
it is not temporary. The place is growing in com­ 
mercial importance. It is the heart of a prolific 
agricultural region ; its people are well-to-do ; labor 
is well repaid; and the certainty of crop and favora 
ble seas n, the increasing stock and wool trade, the 
ability of the place to supply country demands, and 
the financial soundness of the business men, are all 
reasons for a well-grounded belief that Red Bluff 
will become one of the most important points in 
aortbern California. These reflections are the re­ 
sult of personal observation aud inquiry during a 
recent visit to that section. 


THE PUBLIC HEALTH. 
There is more sickness prevalent in this 
city and in San Francisco at the present 
time than has been known for many years. 
Most of the prevailing sickness is of the 
malarial type. Typhoid, typho-malarial, 
and typhoid pneumonia, are quite general. 
There can be no doubt whatever that this 
sickness is in the main attributable to 
neglect of the precautions which every ra­ 
tional community ought to take. We are 
disposed to think that the weather has 
been instrumental in liberating the poison 
wnich is now at work. This year the first 
rains were unusually abundant. 
They 
saturated the ground upon which Sacra 
mento stands. That ground is honey­ 
combed with cesspools, of which there are 
probably three thousand within the city 
limits. After the first rains the weather 
became warm again, and the sun’s heat act­ 
ing upon the wet and sewage-saturated 
soil developed an atmosphere full of in­ 
fectious germs. Usually we have no heavy 
rains until the year is so far advanced that 
there is very little danger of warm weather 
after them, and thus we have heretofore 
escaped the worst consequences of an abso­ 
lute neglect of hygienic precautions. But 
it must be pointed out that even if our 
theory be correct, the unusual abundance 
of the early rains could not have produced 
the present unhealthy conditions had not 
the soil Leen in a state to be affected by 
the sun’s rays, as above suggested. The 
truth is that Sacramento and San Francisco 
have been protected in the past by fortu­ 
itous conditions. They have owed their 
immunity from serious disasters to the cli­ 
mate, and not at all to the sagacity or 
prescience of their inhabitants. And the 
best proof of this consists in the fact that 
directly any unfavorable chango in the 
weather occurs, and the old climatic pro­ 
tection is temporarily withdrawn, the con­ 
sequences of past neglect begin to make 
themselves manifest. 
The R ecord U nion has labored for many 
years to arouse this community to action 
upon the vital question of the drainage of 
the city, but thus far without much effect. 
It is possible that the costly experience 
now being acquired will have a more potent 
influence than anything we coaid say, 
though it is very much to be regretted that 
it should be necessary to undergo such 
severe punishment before any remedy is 
sought for the evils which surround us. 
Whoever defies and violates Nature’s laws 
will be punished, however, and the punish­ 
ment is too frequently tremendously dis­ 
proportionate to the offense. Nature never­ 
theless is inexorable, and though she may 
appear sometimes long-suffering, she will 
assuredly inflict the full penalty in the end. 
The people of Sacramento will be forced 
sooner or later to take active measures for 
the drainage and purification of the city. 
It is Dot only such foul plague spots as 
China Slough which will have to be abol­ 
ished, but the cess-pool system must be 
done away with altogether; house-sewer­ 
age roust be established ; and a scientific 
system of drainage, embracing the com­ 
plete removal of all sewage from the city 
limits, must be introduced. And it will 
not do to postpone these reforms on the 
score of expense. 
There is no economy 
in methods which bring disease and death 
in their train. It is cheaper to construct 
sewers than to pay the bills of doctors and 
undertakers. And though the problem to 
be solved is unquestionably a difficult one, 
because of the level character of the land 
upon which the city stands, it must be 
faced boldly, and it ought to be faced at 
once. 
On the one hand there is absolute cer­ 
tainty that unless remedial action is taken 
the health of the city will become 
worse and worse from year to year. 
That means ruin to the community, or 
slow decimation. We cannot go on brag­ 
ging foolishly about our splendid sanitary 
condition when every intelligent observer 
Bees that nothing but a fortunate combina­ 
tion of circumstances beyond our control 
stands between us and an epidemic of the 
most fatal character. We have done next 
to nothing for public health ourselves. Our 
pretense of a system of sewerage is a dis­ 
graceful sham. W e might as well admit 
that for all practical intents we have no 
drainage. Our soil is literally saturated 
with sewage. Iu fact we are living upon 
a huge sponge, almost every square yard of 
which is more or less impregnated with 
decomposed organic matter capable of 
breeding the most virulent poison germs. 
And this state of things cannot be toler­ 
ated any longer. To endure it, in the face 
of the warnings we are now receiving, 
would be to acknowledge our incapacity for 
self-government. We ought therefore to 
prepare for action, and to set about a seri­ 
ous discussion of the best methods of drain­ 
age and sewerage. 
We have long been convinced that the 
pneumatic system which has been intro­ 
duced so successfully in many of the towns 
of Holland is peculiarly adapted to the 
needs and conditions of Sacramento. In 
any case it must be realized that we can­ 
not have a proper system of drainage 
without pumping, and it may be ques. 
tioned whether it is possible to sink our 
sewers low enough for a fall without ex­ 
posing them to destructive infiltration from 
the rivers. The Dutch system is not more 
costly than those commonly in use, and 
it was devised for tho express purpose of 
meeting difficulties precisely similar to 
ours. It includes a means of preparing 
the sewage for fertilizing purposes, and 
though heretofore the use of fertilizers has 
been generally avoided in this State, it is 
possible that before long the need for them 
will have to be recognized. Meantime, 
however, we have before us a very prac­ 
tical problem. We must either set our 
houses in order, or we must take our 
chances of disease and death. We have 
outraged all the laws of hygiene for a num­ 
ber of years, but we now have fair warn­ 
ing that our time of grace has expired. The 
question is whether this lesson will suffice 
for us, or whether we shall have to be 
punished still more severely before we can 
arouse ourselves to action. 


WAYNE KcVEAGH’3 LEXTER. 
The letter written by the late Attorney- 
General, Wayne McVeagh, to President 
Arthur, is both interesting and curious 
reading. 
It is a succinct review of the 
position of Garfield’B administration in 
the Star route cases, and it must also be 
regarded as an explanation of the other­ 
wise unaccountable inactivity of Mr. Mc­ 
Veagh in connection with those proceed­ 
ings. W hether his statement amounts to 
a satisfactory explanation is another mat­ 
ter. He Bays that when President Gar­ 


field was shot he thought it his duty to 
keep everything in statu >juo, and that as 
he had resolved to resign from the Cabinet 
npon the death of the President, he did 
not consider it proper for him to take any 
further action in the premises. This is a 
strange theory, however. The question 
involved was one of the administration of 
justioe. It is difficult to understand how 
Mr. McVeagh could have supposed it pos­ 
sible that President Arthur might not 
wish to press the Star route prosecutions, 
and yet that is really implied in his state­ 
ment. In cases of this kind, where the 
guilt or innocence of accused persons was 
to be determined by evidence, it is impossi­ 
b le t« see how a change of Administration 
could have affected the matter one way or 
the other. It is also hard to comprehend 
the line of reasoning by which Mr. Mc­ 
Veagh seeks to justify his abandonment of 
the prosecution. As the principal law 
officer of the Government, it was plainly 
his duty to supervise and to urge forward 
these trials. We cannot see that it was 
optional with him to neglect the whole 
matter, or that he was justified in doing so 
upon the grounds he takes. 
Apart from this consideration his letter 
contains much that is suggestive. Speak­ 
ing of the unparalleled audacity with which 
the Washington organs of the star route 
defendants proceeded to vilify every one 
connected with the prosecution—excepting 
President Arthur, — he intimates that 
though the country had made up its mind 
as to the guilt of Brady and Dorsey and 
their accomplices, it was nevertheless pos­ 
sible for these newspaper attacks to make 
the securing of an unprejudiced panel in 
the District of Columbia a difficult mat­ 
ter. And we suppose there can be no 
doubt that this was one of the principal 
objects of the defense, if not the main 
object. Their organs could not hope to 
change the convictions of the country, but 
they did think it practicable, by a cunning 
pretense that the President was on their 
side, so to influence public opinion in the 
District that a fair trial could not be had. 
And this naturally leads up to the reflec­ 
tion that Washington must always be the 
worst possible place in which to try cases 
of such a character. For its population is 
altogether peculiar, abnormal and untrust­ 
worthy. Officialdom has its headquarters 
there. Three-fourths of the people are in 
office, in Congress, seeking office, or in 
some way connected with politics. There 
is an artificial and a corrupt atmosphere. 
National public opinion is excluded. And 
the organs of the thieving star route ring 
no doubt understood all this, and were 
prepared to take advantage of it. 
They therefore dexterously employed 
President Arthur’s name in their interest. 
While they were abusing McVeagh and all 
the rest of the Cabinet, and all the Gov­ 
ernment agents concerned in the prose­ 
cution, they never had an unkind or dis­ 
respectful word for the head of the Ad. 
ministration. It is quite credible that all this 
time they were imposing upon their read­ 
ers, and in fact Mr. McVeagh shows that 
President Arthur had from the first de­ 
sired that the prosecutions should go on 
without let or hindrance. But the or­ 
gans of the thieves hoped to create the im­ 
pression throughout the District that the 
President was on their side, and through 
this impression to prevent any conviction. 
Plainly the thieves did not care anything 
for the opinion of the country as to their 
guilt so long as they could escape convic­ 
tion. • The President was of course placed 
in a very embarrassing position by theBe 
tactics of the thieves. 
He could not 
publish a card declaring that he had no 
sympathy with them. 
And it now ap­ 
pears by Mr. McVeagh’s frank admission 
that he himself was responsible for the 
virtual abandonment of the prosecutions, 
from the time President Garfield was shot 
till the time when Mr. Brewster became 
Attorney General. In this we cinnot but 
hold that McVeagh did wrong. We think 
it was bis duty to conduct the prosecutions 
as vigorously as possible, and not to trou­ 
ble himself about the future. 
It was 
always open to him to resign, but there 
was no reason why, in the meantime, he 
should not have pushed the cases forward. 
We do not think that he had any right 
to affect to put upon President Arthur the 
responsibility of deciding whether the cases 
should go on or not. 
Mr. McVeagh says: “ 1 have always 
“ firmly believed that my remaining in 
“ office after President Garfield died, or 
“ assuming any special responsibility for 
“ these cases in any shape, would be con­ 
s tru e d in the District itself as a notice 
“ that you were not in sympathy with the 
“ prosecution, and that you intended Presi- 
“ dent Garfield’s administration, and not 
“ yours, should be responsible for the 
“ further conduct of them.” We cannot 
admit the force of this reasoning, Mr. 
McVeagh might certainly have continued 
in the Cabinet, and might have prosecuted 
these cases, without any such construction 
being put upon the*facts, unless by persons 
whose opinions could have been of no con­ 
sequence whatever. Moreover, had he 
remained in the Cabinet the new Adminis­ 
tration must' have been responsible for 
what he did. No separate member of an 
Administration can be held responsible for 
any part of its policy. President Arthur 
would in such a case have been held ac­ 
countable for the action of the Attorney" 
General. Iu fact he was held accountable— 
and as the record proves, uujustly—for the 
sluggishness of Attorney-General McVeagh. 
The actual history of the case consequently 
gives a flat contradiction to that gentle­ 
man’s theory, aud proves that his refusal to 
do anything was really a mistake of judg­ 
ment, and not in any sense a wise precau­ 
tion. It is, however, just as well that his 
statement should have been given to the 
country, for it throws light upon several 
hitherto obscure facts, and it also tends to 
show that the President has not been re­ 
sponsible for all that has been credited to 
him. 
THE LAST OF THE MOHICANS. 
A dispatch states that the last direct de­ 
scendant of Uncas, the ultimate chief of 
the Mohican Indians, has just died, in pov­ 
erty and degradation. The fate of the 
Mohicans has been a melancholy one, al­ 
though, notwithstanding the romance of 
Cooper’s powerful and fascinating story, it 
is to be feared that they never were a par­ 
ticularly amiable and engaging people. 
Yet it is interesting to speculate upon the 
possible consequences of that League of the 
Iroquois which precipitated the ruin of so 
many tribes, had it been conducted with 
greater foresight and sagacity. The Iro­ 
quois brought about their own destruction 
by the blind ferocity with which they 


sought to exterminate all other tribes of 
Indians. The Mohicans were their allies 
for a long period, bnt gained nothing bnt 
ruin from the connection. But had the 
Ireague of the Iroquois been more enlight­ 
ened, and had the powerful tribes which 
formed it reoogDized the necessity aDd the 
sound policy of uniting all the Indian na 
tions on the continent in an offensive and 
defensive compact, it is very certain that 
they could have postponed the conquest of 
Canada for a long time, and that they 
might have made the settlement of the En­ 
glish Colonies a very much more difficult 
matter than it proved. Perhaps, however, 
to suppose the possibility of greater cir­ 
cumspection and statesmanship in the Iro­ 
quois than they actually exhibited, is 
equivalent to supposing the possibility of 
their possession of civilization ; for certainly 
they were among the most ferocious and 
untamable savages of whom history has 
any record. As to the Last of the Mo­ 
hicans, no doubt he is just as well dead, 
for the time has long passed when there 
could be any place for such relies of an 
extinct world, and he could only illustrate 
by his abject degradation the inevitable 
destiny of all his kind.

THE WILLIAM TELL BUSINESS. 
An actor has just killed his own sweet­ 
heart while attempting to hit an apple 
placed on her head, with a rifle. A play­ 
wright who muBt have had a taste for 
homicide wrote a drama called “ Si Slo­ 
cum,” the hero of which is supposed to be 
a fine marksman, and is taken prisoner by 
a gang of ruffians who compel him to fire 
at an apple placed on his daughter’s head. 
The peculiarity of this drama obviously is 
that it can never be played without in­ 
curring the imminent danger of homicide ; 
and very probably it owes its popularity to 
that circumstance. Iu the case under no­ 
tice, however, the principal performer was 
called upon to shoot an apple off the head 
of the girl to whom he was engaged, and 
not content with the ordinary risk, which 
one might have thought sufficient, under 
the circumstances, for the most exigent 
person, this inefftble idiot must “ show 
“ off” by firing backwards over his 
shoulder, taking aim by the aid of a 
mirror. The result was that he put a bul­ 
let into the peor girl’s brain, aud that 
having realized what his utterly unpardon­ 
able foolhardiness had done, the fellow 
himself was nearly distracted. If hang­ 
ing was not played out we should feel in­ 
duced to recommend it as an appropriate 
ending to this tragedy. Certainly a man 
so utterly destitute of common sense as to 
encounter so horrible a risk with the 
woman he loved, has not judgment enough 
to keep him sweet, and it would be 
almost a charity to hang him. It would, 
however, be distinctly useful to take this 
serious view of the homicide, for it is time 
that all such reckless exhibitions were put 
a stop to, and the prompt execution of an 
“ accidental” murderer of the kind would 
have a strong tendency to make the busi­ 
ness unpopular with the “ profession.” 


NEED FOR EXPLANATION. 
Mr. W . I*. Howells appears to have dis­ 
covered that he has got into hot water 
through his recent curiously extravagant 
eulogy upon Henry James, Jr., and that 
in particular his expression of the opinion 
that James’ methods are superior in art 
to those of Thackeray, was, to say the 
least, unfortunate. He ¡3 reported as say­ 
ing now that he has been misunderstood 
in what he wrote about Thackeray, but 
that plea is scarcely admissible on behalf 
of so extremely lucid and perspicuous a 
writer as Mr. Howells. He proposes, how­ 
ever, to write an essay upon Dickens and 
Thackeray. Of coarse he must decide for 
himself whether it is worth while to do 
this. W e should be inclined to think, 
from what he has said in his article on 
Henry James, that criticism of style 
is not his forte. 
In fact his putting 
James before Thackeray as aD artist was 
almost 
as 
bad as Col. Higginson’s 
queer 
declaration 
that 
Irving’s 
“ Knickerbocker's History of New York” is 
the finest piece of humor since Gulliver's 
Travels. In both these assertions there is 
evidenced so comprehensive an ignorance 
of literary history, and so conspicuous an 
absence of critical judgment, as to justify 
astonishment; but when critics have thus 
exposed their quality, it is hardly to be 
hoped that their subsequent efforts can be 
of much weight or moment. Henry James 
is no doubt a very clever novelist, but 
he is full of many odious and even intoler­ 
able affectations ; he is often so fastidious 
as to be namby-pamby ; and unless he 
produces very much better work than he 
has ever done yet, it is improbable that he 
will have any vogue twenty years hence. 
But Thackeray is a genius whose books 
will be read with never-failing delight as 
long as English literature endures. 


ARABI AND HIS TRIAL. 
And now it is said that Arabi is not to 
be tried at all, the presumption being that 
the Khedive has been persuaded to this 
course as the only possible method of ex­ 
tricating England from the dilemma into 
which his trial had plunged her. She 
took him prisoner, but she refused to keep 
him. Sae surrendered him to the Khedive, 
thereby admitting that she had no juris­ 
diction over him. Having done this, how­ 
ever, she at once began to interfere with 
tho action of the Egyptian Government, 
without the faintest excuse or justification. 
At first she wanted him to be tried in 
European fashion, which was not only pre­ 
posterous, but must have had the effect of 
weakening the .Khedive's credit with his 
own subjects, already sufficiently low. 
This could not be consented to, bat he was 
permitted to have English counsel, which 
was another piece of nonsense. It ia clear 
enough that Mr. Gladstone ought either to 
have kept Arabi as a prisoner of war, or 
he ought to have washed his hands of him 
in surrendering him to the Khedive. The 
latter would then have settled the whe* 
business in a quarter of an hour, by a 
platoon in the palace coart, and probably 
that would have been after ail the best 
mode of adjusting it. As it is, the status 
of England in regard to Arabi, and of 
Arabi in regard to everybody, are questions 
which must perplex even so grand an old 
man as the British Premier, to say nothing 
of the Khedive and the Sultan. 


party is itself prepared to push tariff re­ 
vision, possibly this may prove a safe pro­ 
gramme. 
But the Democrats hitherto 
have not been more harmonious on that 
topic than the Republicans; and shonld 
they find themselves in power, yet not 
able or willing to introduce any fiscal re­ 
forms, after having prevented the Repub­ 
licans from doing anything, they would not 
further their interests much with the 
country. 
But it remains to be seen 
whether the Republicans have any inten­ 
tion to attempt radical changes in the 
tariff. If they allow themselves to be 
guided by the recommendations of the 
Tariff Commission, they vill confine them­ 
selves to what is called “ equalizing ” the 
tariff, for that appears to have been the 
limit of the reform propositions of the 
Commission. In that event the Demo­ 
crats may very safely allow their oppo­ 
nents to go on and make a record, for it is 
very certain that the country will not be 
contented with any merely perfunctory 
tariff reforms, and that any attempt to 
make such work appear sufficient will only 
reDder the Republican position weaker 
than at present. 


.BOOK REVIEWS. 


THE MOON AS A 
MORBIFIC AGENT. 
It has been suggested by a San Francisco 
fisherman that the fish which recently 
poisoned a family in that city may have 
been exposed to the rays of the mooD, aud 
thus have become unfit for food. Every 
sailor and fisherman is well aware that fish 
which have been hung in the moonlight 
when the moon is at or near the full do 
become poisonous. We have seen cases of 
violent and dangerous poisoning at sea from 
this cause. 
We do not know how the 
moonlight acts upon the fish, beyond the 
fact that it produces rapid putrefaction ; 
but though fish which has been kept too 
long under ordinary circumstances is not 
unwholesome, however distasteful it may 
be to most people, fish which have been 
exposed to the moon not only decomposes 
but becomes virulently poisonous. It is 
therefore quite credible that the case re­ 
ferred to may have originated in this way. 


FRUIT PESTS. 
A repressntative of the Recobd-U nion 
recently called at Mr. Cooke’s office, ana in 
answer to i. quiries was informed that the 
most important question at the present time 
among fruit-growers is, What course should 
be taken at the present time to prevent the 
importation into the State of insect pests on 
nursery stock? Mr. Cooke states that it 
would bo a great calamity to the growers of 
plums, apricots and peaches if the plum cur- 
culio should ba brought to this State, and 
that every precaution should be taken to 
guard against its introduction. Notwith­ 
standing the statements of persons that have 
imported trees to sell that there is no daDger, 
he emphatically says there is danger, and 
that ali imported trees should be disinfected, 
and all wrappings be burned as soon as pos­ 
sible after their arrival in the State. At the 
present time the constitutionality of the quar­ 
antine laws is being considered by the Courts, 
but he says that yet compUint should be made 
to the Horticultural Commissioners of such 
counties e.e have appointed boards in every 
case where imported trees are brought, and 
iu case of refusal to disinfect, the owner, or 
those ia whose possession such trees are found, 
should be brought into Court, as provided 
by Section 2 of an Act to promote and pro­ 
tect the horticultural interes a of the State, 
approved March 14, 1S81. Mr. Cooke also 
states that there is great danger from stock 
in California nurseries. In this connection 
he says that a number of California nursery­ 
man are very cartful to disinfect all trees 
which they ship. However he is credibly 
iof .rutad that one nurseryman states that he 
has agreed to deliver §40 000 worth of trees, 
and will not disinfect them, although in­ 
jurious insects are readily fonnd on them. 
Should the fruit-growers of the county, in 
which this nursery is located, refuse to make 
a complaint to the County Board of Commie- 
sionn, names and location wiil ba given, 
to prevent the further spread of the 
pests. The fruit-growers should adopt a 
general rule, especially those intending to 
plant young trees, that they will not buy any 
trees, imported or home production, that are 
not thoroughly disinfeeud, or competent 
proof given t hat they are tree from insects, 
pests, or other germs 
As a proof of the 
spread of pests 011 nursery stock, Mr. Cooke 
sent to Los Angeles c .unty on the O h inst. 
for some specimens of red scale for an exhibit 
at the State Conven 1 i iu of Fruit-growers at 
San Jose on the 14.b and following days. 
On the 11th inst. he f to d the red scale on a 
number of orange f rees in this city ; some- of 
them as badly infected as any found in Los 
Angeles c -uuty.

There is no more interesting study than 
that of Memory for the inquirer in psychol­ 
ogy, and M. Ribot, in preparing this little 
volume upon the pathological aspects of the 
Bubject, has made a valuable contribution 
to its literature. Upon the right solution of 
the problems involved in the mnemonic 
phenomena very much depends. The great 
question which forms the object of conten­ 
tion between Spiritualists and Materialists 
is here approached most closely. When we 
desire to ascertain, if that be possible, 
whether the human intellect represents an 
entity possessing an independent existence, 
and capable of surviving the death of the 
body, a careful study of the Memory in 
health and disease will provide us with many 
suggestive, if not conclusive, deductions. 
Upon Memory depends the very core and 
essence of self-consciousness and identity- 
Let the Memory be paralyzed or destroyed, 
and identity disappears. Now M. Ribot 
has here made it very clear that the Memory 
is liable to this paralysis and destruction, 
and that the disintegration of tissue which 
produces these results indicates the depend­ 
ence of the function upon organic and 
automatic processes. Memory, taking it in 
its broadest sense, is really the major 
part 
of 
Intelligence. 
For 
it 
in­ 
cludes, 
of necessity, the capacity to 
acquire, as well as tli9 capacity to retain, 
and the capacity to reproduce; and if these 
three capacities are taken away from the 
Intellect, it is plain that very little remains. 
Consciousness and Identity are not the same, 
though analogous. Consciousness, strictly 
speaking, is mainly what physiologists call 
cenosthesis, or the sense of well-beii g which 
appertains to the healthy organism. Iden­ 
tity implies an uninti rrupted train of recol­ 
lections and agreements, by and through 
which the sameness of the existence of the 
ego is realized. Remove this train of recollec­ 
tions, break it, ana that which we call the 
ego, and that which we try to persuade our­ 
selves is immortal, at once ceases to be; for 
non-existence and non cognition of existence 
are inseparable in thought Yet the diseases 
to which the memory is subject play start­ 
ling tricks with self-consciousness. Thus M. 
Ribot citae cases in which persons have lived a 
doable life ; for several days, weeks, or even 
months, proceeding on one line of thought 
and action ; then falling into a state of stu­ 
por, and awaking without the slightest recol­ 
lection of the past, but still capable of refi ac­ 
tion and action. Persons have passed many 
years in alternations between these two con­ 
ditions. In effect such persons had two 
memories; that is to say, they lived dual 
lives. But evidently both lives were incom­ 
plete, and at the end of such a confused ex­ 
istence there could be no distinct realization 
of identity. Again, persons have been so 
injured by accidents as 
to 
destroy 
the 
memory. 
In 
some cases 
men 
of education have become like little 
children, having to begin again at the 
beginning. Then, after some interval, per­ 
haps the memory would partially return; 
indicating the reproduction of the brain mat­ 
ter acting as the register of impressions, 
and which had been destroyed by the lesion 
of the parts. In general paralysis loss of 
memory is one of the earliest symptoms, and 
absolute extinction of identity follows in due 
course. The sufferer becomes incapable of 
remembering anything from minute to minute. 
Thus one patient had to be introduced every 
day to his physician, during a period of four­ 
teen months. He never recognized him. 
Such patients commonly cease to remember 
their own names ; and though they may re­ 
tain recollections of their early life, they 
seem to themselves to remember these things 
as having relation to somebody else. They do 
not know that the memories are of their own 
experience. Here again there is evidently a 
total extincti n cf identity. In short, the 
study cf mnemonic pathology leads inevitably 
to the conclusion that the Spiritual theory 
rests on no sufficient foundation, but that 
mind and mtmory apcear both to te neither 
more nor less than manifestations of matter, 
and dependent for their manifestation upon 
the normal and harmonious operation of that 
matter.

Nowhere is the growth of advanced thought 
in religious discussion more observable than 
in the Hibbert Lectures, of which this forms 
the volume for the current year. It is but a 
few years ago since it was thought necessary 
to speak of all other religions than Christian­ 
ity as false ; since it was the proper thing to 
denounce Mohammed as an “ impostor;” 
aDd since Buddhism was referred to (by those 
who knew nothing about it) as a 
form of debased 
idolatry. 
But the 
world moves, and to-day we find em­ 
inent 
theologians philosophically com­ 
paring the great world-religions, treating 
them all with respect and candor, recognizing 
in all the beneficent tendencies, seriously 
tracing out their analogies, and speculating 
as to the possibility of their indebtedness to 
one another. In the present volume Dr. 
Kuenen treats of Islam, Judaism and 
Buddhism, with the connection between 
the two first and Christianity. We are in­ 
clined to think that he has not sufficiently 
recognized the closeness by the resemblance 
between Buddhism and Christianity in many 
more points than he mentions, and we must 
demur to his opinion that the coincidences re­ 
ferred to are altogether accidental. The 
lectures, however, are very able and inter­ 
esting, and the examination of the Judiic 
religious development is particularly so. Dr. 
Kuenen has evolved a new theory, to the 
effect that the Jews, as far down as the 
eighth century before Christ, possessed a 
polytheistic religion, and that Jahvehism 
did not exist prior to that time. Monotheism 
does not show itself in the writings of the 
prophets before the eighth century B. C., and 
is not fully developed until the seventh cen­ 
tury. when it appears explicitly in Deuter­ 
onomy and Jeremiah. It will be seen from 
this that a knowledge of the modern chro­ 
nology of the old testament canon is neces­ 
sary to a comprehension of Dr. Kuenen’a 
theory, for to such as suppose the Pentateuch 
to have been written by Moses these con­ 
clusions of ripe modern scholarship must be 
simply confusing and bewildering. While he 
does not think that any dogmas of Christian­ 
ity have been borrowed from Buddhism, the 
author is of opinion that some features in the 
evangelical tradition may have been, and 
since he adnfits that Buddhism was 
known in Palestine before the founding of 
Christianity, of course there is ample room 
for conjecture upon this head. Oae of the 
most interesting parts of the book is the 
comparison between the great religions. Is- 
lamism Dr. Kuenen does not consider an uni­ 
versal but only a national religion. Buddh­ 
ism on the other hand resembles Christianity 
in being an universal religion. Iu both cas-g 
elasticity and adaptability constitute the 
secret of 
universalistn. 
“ No religious 
"founder,” says the author, “ ever left more 
“ f >r his followers todo than Jesus.” And 
that is why his religion has endured; be­ 
cause of its iudeterminateness. Make a re­ 
ligion precise at the beginning, and you 
cripple it. Leave it vague aud sketchy, and 
m?n will fill it up to suit themselves, and be­ 
lieve iu it because they have made it, This

The history of Ireland is mainly the history 
of England’s wrong-doing. No doubt the 
conduct of the Irish in these days is often 
calculated to bring them into disrepute, but 
nothing can be more certain than that they 
have been sedulously degraded, persecuted, 
and “ worsened” in every way by a state 
policy as remarkable for its tenacious and ob­ 
stinate stupidity as for its cruelty. Mr. Wal­ 
pole has not discovered any new facts in 
regard to Irish history, but he deserves credit 
for having put together the old facts in a 
condensed and at the same time lucid and in­ 
teresting manner. One of the things which 
his short history makes very plain is a point 
which must have frequently puzzled these 
who have given any thought to Irish history. 
We refer to the fact that though a succession 
of colonizing movements have been carried 
forward in Ireland for eight centuries, and 
though every part of the island has in turn 
been "planted ’’ with English immigrants, at 
every new outbreak the prevailirg tone of 
Irish opinion has still been hostile to Eng­ 
land. 
The cause of this is fully set 
forth here. 
The English Government 
had no sooner “ planted” Ireland, than 
it began to adopt measures to alienate the 
recently transferred colonists. These latter, 
for example, would introduce new industries 
to Ireland, aud so increase the prosperity of 
the island. But as soon as Irish products, 
whether raw or manufactured, began to com­ 
pete in the English markets, the English 
merchants and manufacturers demanded 
measures which crushed the youDg Irish in­ 
dustries, and at the same time trans­ 
formed the Anglo-Irish colonists into 
as bitter enemies 
cf England as those 
whom they had been expected to leaven 
with kindlier sentiments. Tnis was repeated 
so often that at last there was not a corner 
of Ireland in which hatred of England had 
not become the dominant passion. If we can 
imagine the New England colonies being 
subjected, in perpetuity, and without a 
chance of successful resistance, to the same 
kind of policy which led to their declaration 
of independence, we shall understand how 
the Irish came to be so turbulent and so 
irreconcilable. And they were outraged and 
injured iu many ways. A nation might 
endure being oppressed as to its religion, 
if its material interests were unaesailed. Or 
it might tolerate material inequities if its 
liberty of conecience were unfettered. But 
wheu to tyranny of conscience is added 
sweeping material it justice ; when a people 
are persecuted for their faith, aud at the 
same time ruined in their business; it is 
inevitable that such a policy must produce 
the fiercest and most inextinguishable hatred 
in the sufferer. 
Mr. Walpole’d history 
goes no farther than the end of the last cen­ 
tury and the crowning disgrace of a corrupt 
period, the accomplishment of the act of 
union. 
The present century has added 
many counts to the indictment against Eng­ 
land, bnt Mr. Walpole’s book suffices to ex­ 
plain much that is perplexing even in the 
present situation, for it proves that the con­ 
dition of Ireland to-day is the result of 
normal evolution.

Sir John Lubbock haB done more than any­ 
one to make us acquainted with the social 
bymenoptera. In the present volume he has 
recorded his investigations into the habits of 
ants, principally, the chapters on bees and 
wasps occupying comparatively little space. 
And truly the ants are a very wonderful peo­ 
ple. The more we know concerning them, 
the less certain must we feel of man’s pre­ 
eminence. For there are few indications of 
intelligence, emotion, and capacity for pro­ 
gress, wanting in the actual manifestations 
ants. They lead ordered lives. They bul 
cities and houses and chambers. They store 
up provisions. They have regular govern­ 
ments. They have regular police and regular 
armies. They make war, fight pitched bat­ 
tles, deliver assaults upon walled places, 
take prisoners, sack cities. They also possess 
slaves, and it is seen that with them as with 
Humauity, slavery begets corrupli n and de­ 
stroys civilization. Some of the ant-races have 
become so dependent upon slave labor that 
they cannot even feed themselves. Then, 
again, they have friendships, they possess 
means of communication, they know their 
own people from strangers, they are moved 
by 
affection, 
they 
nourish 
enmities, 
they 
are 
compassionate, 
they 
assist 
one another, they are full of resources, 
they caD invent remedies for unforeseen 
accidents. 
In fine, when we consider 
how very little of the lives of these little 
creatures we can really understand even by 
the closeat observation, it must be perceived 
that the difference between an ant and a sav­ 
age human being is distinctly in favor 
of the former, while 
even 
civilized 
man is by no means so far in advance ef 
the ant as he has been accustomed to boast 
himself. It is not only the “ sluggard” who 
may profitably “ go to the ant, consider her 
“ ways, and be wise.” Nor do bees and 
wasps less repay observation, though they 
are less complete in their social habits and 
development.

Mr. Mallock has written some amusing and 
clever books, but when he affects to be most 
severely logical in his reasoning he oftenest pro­ 
duces the impression of crudity and crooked­ 
ness cf thinking. In the present volume he 
has attempted to show that the democratic 
tendency and doctrine rests upon an erro­ 
neous conception ; that the real tm lency cf 
civilization is towards inequality of position, 
not towards equality ; and he undertakes to 
prove that this is a wonderful new discov­ 
ery of his own, which has escaped Htrbert 
Spencer, and Mill, and Smith, and all the 
economists and philosophers, and in fact 
everybody who has ever written about the 
Bubject. As what Mr. Mailoch calls “ the 
"desire for inequality ” is only his method of 
designating the complex influences which im­ 
pel men to pash forward ia the business 
and social contest, of course it amounts 
to no more thau this, that he íb arguing 
about symbols and not about things. 
As a matter of fact what he calls the 
“desire for inequality,” however, cannot be ad- 
•mitted to have an existence, per se. It is not 
true that men strive for precedence because 
they wish to be unequal. They strive because 
they wish to possess more of something than 
they already have : more money, more power, 
more reputation, more knowledge. There is 
nowhere to be found any such passion for 
inequality as Mr. Mallock talks about, and 
because this is so his book strikes m as being 
no better than a waste of intellectual force : 
a sort of jugglery which affords no satis­ 
faction. 
It does, however, show the 
author to ba as conceited as he is shallow and 
illogical; th ugh this is hardly a revelation 
in the cise of a writer who thought he had 
discovered the panacea for ali scientific infi­ 
delity in Riman Catholicism. Ac author 
capable of the egregious non srr/uitur involved 
in " Is Life Worth Living J” might fairly be 
sapp. S3d capable of mistaking himself for the 
greatest philosopher of the century, even 
while he only deserves to rank as an iogenioua 
and plausible discoverer of mare’s nests.

THE WEATHER FOR NOVEMBER. 


From the records kept by the Signal Ser­ 
vice D epartm ent in this city Sergeant B er­ 
wick has prepared the following for the

rainfall for the month just past.

1859, 6.48 inches ; le6 l, 6.72 iuches ; 1875, 
6.21 inches. 
Rain has tallen m each Novem­ 
ber during the p st thirty-four years, appre­ 
ciable to the gang- s, excepting on two occa­ 
sions, they being in 1850 and 1862. There was 
a very light shower of rain h. tween 1 and 2 
o'clock on the morning of the SO.h ulr..which 
made a total of 3.22 inches for the month am! 
6 42 inches for the season.

inches;

inches;

The 
average rainfall for the past six seasons to 
D cember 1st of each season is 2 55 inches, 
showing the present season to be 3.87 inches 
in advance of the average for the past six 
seasons. 
Tne mean temperature for Novem­ 
ber, 1882, showed it to have been colder 
in_ its

than 
usual, 
but 
its 
minimum 
was 
not as 
low by 7° 
as 
November, 
1880, 
while 
its 
maximum 
tem perature, which was reached on the last 
day of the monáb, was several degrees lower 
than the maximum had been during the 
same month in the past six years. 
There 
was lets wiad than is generally seen in No 
vernber, fewer clear days, aud for tfce first 
time in six years the prevailing direction of 
wind was from the northwest instead of from 
the north. 
Taking the month in all it# me- 
teorclogical aspects, it can be said th at it has 
deviated from the normal condition of the 
weather usually ta d iu November in almoss 
every observation.

N e w Y o r k, November 26. 1882. 
The Langtry excitement in our m ia6t may be said to be subsiding, though 
curiosity to get a peep at the renowned English beauty is still lively, and the 
train of the lady’s admirers is yet long enough to gratify the vanity of the most 
exacting of her sex. 
B ut the standing by which the New Y ork public are now 
disposed to judge of her is an intellectual, rather than of a mere physical 
character. 
By this she has been weighed, and, alas I found wanting. 
By com­ 
mon consent, her conception of the character of HeBter Grazebrook was pro­ 
nounced more than passingly fair ; by common consent, her impersonation of 
Rosalind, in “ As You Like I t,” has been pronounced a failure—a “ failure,” 
and not a disappointment—while the openly expressed opinion is th at she mis­ 
took sorely in supposirg the talent needed to personify the heroine of modern 
romance, the belle of the drawing room, would bear her safely through an 
attem pt to delioeate, in her own pers«n. one of the most subtle, delicate and 
charming of Shakespeare’s women. 
She has yet to discover, it is thought, the 
very wide difference between the sensational, everyday romance which im­ 
pregnates the society of our time, and the conditions out of which grew the 
classic creations of the Bard of Avon. 
H er ambition, in her profession, it 
eeerns, 
has 
been of 
the 
vaulting character, 
which overleaps itself; 
aud while her critics hardly express themselves as hopeless iu reference to her 
success in the future in classic roles, they incline to the idea rather th at her 
effort and the consequence is but further illustration of the triteness of the 
old proverb: “ I t is best that the shoemaker should slick to his last.” Thet 
Mrs. I irigtrv is more than ordinarily handsome, and much more than ordi­ 
narily charmiDg, has been conceded, despite a disposition to demur frcm the 
dicta of the Prince of W ales and his national satellites. 
She has learned how 
to delight by the grace and finesse of to-day. 
She should beware of setkiog to 
add to her triumphs in Selds in which much more is required than beauty of 
fice, figure and manner, or all combiced. 
In estimating her intellectual en­ 
dowments and her possible capabilities, we would be glad to dissent from the 
public generally, but we cannot conscientiously ; and thus, without wishing to 
pluck a single leaf from her crown of laurels, we would hide advice under a 
vail so thin th at she cinnot fail to see aud appreciate it. 
There is one thirg, 
however, th at the coming of Mrs. Langtry has effected, and th at is, an impetus 
to fashion in a new direction. 
The toilet for the theater is now far different 
from w hat it has been heretofore ; and while it has not yet attained the elegance 
uf the dress of the private box at the opera, it prebeats strikingly unique and 
effective touches. 
Particularly noticeable in it is the neck-dress—tfce throwing 
off the wrap, revealing exquisite creations of lace, ribbon, etc., in collarettes, 
fichus, and other arrangements. 


One of the latest and most notable of the fancies which find form in the 
neck-dress is a collarette nude of Spanish guipure lace, term inating in a scarf 
made of wi ler lace, sewed together at the selvage. The collarette, which passes 
arouud the necic and reaches almost to the belt-line, is made of quilling ot lace 
about two inches wide, set selvage to selvage, overlaid, and divided by a double 
or triple quilling of narrow lace—forming a full, rich ruche. 
The scarf ends, 
each a yard or more iu length, are attached to the ends of the ruche—when 
worn lapped or tied in a bow, and finished by a bouquet tie corsage of some favor­ 
ite flower, or by a knot of satin ribbon. 
Another collarette, made of either the 
new Spanish guipure or Oriental lace, shows a ruche of narrow lace, made up in 
the manner described, heading a single or a double collar of flouncing lace, from 
four to five inches wide, clasped at the throat by a brooch confining a jabot of 
lace, a knot of ribbon or a small cluster of blossoms ; while the jabot, made 
wholly of lace, or of lace and French mull, or tine surah, is the elegant finish of 
the demi-suir, or general evening toilet, whether worn with crepe lie sr. in the neck 
or a linen collar. 


The fichu is ubiquitous. 
A late ontc -me in this pretty and effective neck- 
dress is of French mull woven with a v ide border in admirable imitation of the 
Carrichma cross, or the Irish cut lace ; and some patterns of this lace have the 
applied roee3 s n i other blossoms seen on recent specimens of the point eCAIenron, 
or the 
Alencon 
naod wrought lace.

is very im portant in the manufacture of neck-dressas. 
Some of the prettiest 
and the most popular of the late fichus are of tinted silk, or of French cotton 
mull, enriched with tambour embroidery iu large spots, daisies or other blossoms 
(without foliage), and edged with Oriental lace several inches wide ; and rivaling 
these are fichus of painted silk mull—a painted garland bordering the necker­ 
chief, edged with lace. 
The fashionable fichu is large, the opposite corners 
rounded off, thekarchief w.-rn clasped by a brooch, tied in a knot on the bosom, 
or supplemented by a knot of ribbon or by a waist bouquet—feminine taste sug­ 
gesting indescribable grace and numerous adjustments. 
All these things for ele­ 
gant toilets. 
The present severe style cf dress for the s'reet, and which trenches 
so closely on the military, requires corresponding severity iu the neck-dress. 
Ladies who can wear them, or those with a neck sufficiently long, adhere to the 
narrow standing linen coliar, clasped in front by a plain gold fcuttob, or by a but­ 
ton set with a diamond, variad by the straight collar, with the corners turned 
over. 
And, by the by, the severe m ilitary slylo of dress for the morning prom­ 
enade and general service is gaining in f»vor. 
The latest models in street 
costumes sent out from Paris are wholly of cloth of light weight, and 
the finish is as eevere as the materia! of which the costume is made. 
Most fre­ 
quently the skirt is killed, or with the deep-plaited fl-unce, has the effect of the 
kilt, while the overdress is the pelisee or redingote, given necessary fullness in 
the back by invisible box-plaits formed in the seams, nnlooped and falling 
smooth over the tournure, closing up with buttons from the foot to the neck, and 
finished with a plain or a stitched hem. 
The pelisse or the redingote of fine 
stout cloth is the convenient wrap which fashionable yotmg ladies affect; and 
tfce stouter and heavier ulster for rough service, in the ecru 3nd the gray 
tweeds mixtures, the checked and the plaided cloths now iu vogue, is ae simple 
and as severe in style as is the redingote of finer cloth. 
A collar and enffs of 
worsted plush of corresponding color or in imitation of seal-skin or of natural 
plucked beaver, sometimes finish the ulster cl >ak; and on some models the collar 
and the cuffs are of the real fur ; but more generally the finish consists of a collar 
and cuffs cf the cloth. 
In the m atter of the hat, however, New York ladies 
rebel at the severity dictated by their Parisian sisters. 
The masculine plain 
felt hat is rarely seen ; the ornate and the picturesque in hats prevail, and the 
lace and fl m cc-s are cqming in for b innet-trimming.

Dr. Barnard became Trcsident of Columbia 
College. New York, iu the year 18U4, and 
continues to ad rn that position. 
He w: ■ 
born at Shetfiell, Massachusetts, in 180b, and 
w«s graduated at Ya'e when nineteen years 
of abe. A year afterwards b<> b eams tutor 
at the same univeritv. 
In 1831 he accepted 
a position as teacher in the asylum f r the 
deaf and dumb at Har f >rd, Connecticut, 
where he lemaintd ab*ut a year before remov­ 
ing» to X <v York City, to act io the same ca- 
pueity there. He became connected with tfce 
University of Alabvuia, as Fr ife-aorof Math­ 
ematics and Natural Philosophy, iu 1837, 
and continued to occupy that position until 
1848, when he left it iu order to assume 
that of Professor <>f Ohrinijtryin the same 
seat of leariiirg. 
In 18Ü4 he took orders in 
the Protestant Episcopal Church, the same 
year in which he left Alabama, and be­ 
came Profess r of Mr-themarics and Astron­ 
omy in the University of M.M-<imiippi. 
He 
was elected President of this Uuiv-r.ity in 
18‘iti, and h hi the position five yeais. 
His 
next office was that which he occupies at the 
present time. 
As U uiud Sta'i s Commis­ 
sioner to the Universal Exposition cf Puis 
iu 18h7, two years afterward, he published a 
report on the mvcHnery and industrial arts 
exhibited there. His “ Analytic Grammar 
wi-h Symbolic Illustration,” published in 
183fi, originated a system still used in iu t tu 
t ’oas for the deaf an i duo b.

au iiencs supposed the girl was oojy slightly 
hurt. 
Frayne used a rifle of 22 caliber, and 
when executing a backward shot the catch 
anap of the rifle w .« imperfect an 1 slipped 
ju st as the hammer felL 
W hen the curtain 
went down gie.it excitement prevailed, and 
th -re came near being a panic, as Frayne’e 
loud lamentations were neard io front. After 
his arrest be was released on bail. 
I t is said 
he wai engaged to be married to the deceased. 
A Decided Sensation. 
_ B oston, November 30th.—There is a flutter 
in certain circles in Lynn and other places in 
Essex county, owing to the di-covery by the 
police of a_ list of 500 females who have been 
▼ictirns of malpractice. 
The discovery was 
made in searching the house of a doctor in 
Lynn, whc is now under arrest for malprac­ 
tice. 
The papers certify in a highly singular 
and original manner that the owners of the 
Baid names bad been the doctor’s victims in 
malpractice, and give their places of residence, 
with the day and date of action. 
N otw ith­ 
standing tbe damaging evidence which the 
police have against the doctor, he denies ever 
having done anything illegal, not realizing, 
doubtless, that the authorities have secured 
w ritten evidence wherein he convicts himseif. 
This system in keeping the names referred to 
is ceitainly the most startling disclosure ever 
made in the criminal aonals of Lynn in con­ 
nection with the crime of malpractice. 
A Few Statistics. 
W ashington, November 30th. — Joseph 
Nimmu, Jr., Chief of the Bureau of Statis­ 
tics, in giving a clergyman some facts for his 
Thanksgiving sermon, writes : The corn crop 
this year is estim ated at 1,080,000,000 bush­ 
els, against 1,104,'JIG.000 bushels in 1881; 
the latest estimate of the wheat crop of the 
Beason of 1882 is 500 000.000 bushels, as 
against 380,280,090 in 1881; the value of 
domestic exports for the fiscal year ended 
June 30, 1882, was 8733 239,782, as against 
$882 925 947 during 1881, a falling off of 
$150,688 215. 
This is d ie aim st entirely to 
the failure of the crops of the country during 
tbe season of 1881. 
The imports during the 
fiscal year amounted to $.'24,639 574— larger 
than during any previous year in the history 
of the country. 
The number of tons trans­ 
ported on the fifteen leading railroads of the 
1 nited States the last fiscal year was 96 663,­ 
160 tons, as against 84,199 344 tons during the 
preceding fiscal year. 
The railroad mileage 
of the United States January 1, 1882, was 
104,813 miles. 
Collfslnns on llie R ail. 
P ittsb d u g, November 30th.—In a collision 
on the Fort Wayne road near New W ater­ 
ford, U., between the accommodation and a 
freight train. John *8, House, Jr., of Alle­ 
ghany City, fireman on the passenger train, 
was killed, engineers W illiam Fitzsimmons 
and John Snyder were serf ualy hurt, and 
one passenger, name not learned, was badly 
braised. 
Both engines, the baggage car and 
three freight cars were wrecked. 
U nion P oint (Ga.). November 30;h.—This 
morning, four miles below here, the freight 
train from Augusta came into collision with 
a passenger train. 
In a minute afterwards 
auother freight train ran into the sleeper of 
the passenger train. Two engines and several 
freight cars were wrecked, and one engine 
boiler exploded. 
The escape from loss of life 
is miraculous. 
Obi» nary. 
C in c in n a t i, November 30th.—A Stuben- 
ville special reports the death this evening of 
Hon. J . T. Updegraff, Republican Congress­ 
man-elect for the Seventeenth Ohio District, 
at M ount Pleasant, The disease was stone 
in the bladder. 
H e was aged 60 years. 
He 
was treated for B right’s disease, and tbe true 
ailment was only discovered by the post­ 
mortem to-night. 
New Y ork, November 30th. — General 
Daniel Tyler died at the Fifth Avenue Hotel 
to-night of pneumonia. 
The deceased was 
born in January, 1799, entered W est Point 
Academy in 1816, resigned from the army in 
1835, re-entered at the beginning of the re­ 
bellion, was second in command at the battle 
of Bull’s Run, and finally quitted active ser­ 
vice in 1864. 
He built several railroads in 
the North and South,
